Record Blue Cross Enrollment Held 
In December 

WO hundred six new policy holders were 

added to the Farmers Federation Rural 
Hospital Insurance enrollment in the period 
ending December 15. This is the largest quar- 
terly enrollment that we have ever had. Poli- 
cies were added in all counties in which the 
Federation operates. This is a dandy report 
from Phil Burch, who heads the Blue Cross 
Enrollment Program of the Farmers Federa- 
tion. 

Even with this fine showing, it is a good 
thing to remind ourselves that North Carolina 
still lags ’way behind the national average in 
hospital insurance protection. Only two out of 
five eligible persons in North Carolina have 
hospital insurance while throughout the United 
States the average is one out of every two per- 
sons covered by hospital insurance. 

This is a wonderful program, and we be- 
lieve that this enrollment will keep right on 
growing. The next enrollment period, which 
will enable farm families to take advantage 
of the Federation’s group rate, will be from 
February 15 to March 1.

North Carolina Needs a Random 
Sample Test Farm 
HE poultry industry in North Carolina has 
grown so much that the establishment of 
a Random Sample Test Farm would be of 
great benefit to every poultryman, large or 
small. You may be wondering just what a 
random sample test is. At the beginning of 
the test a disinterested person goes around to 
poultry farms where the breeding of poultry 
is done and selects at random eggs to be set 
in the incubator at the test farm. 

When these eggs hatch, the chicks are raised 
to maturity on the test farm at which time 
they are placed in laying houses. The produc- 
tion of eggs is recorded for the year as well 
as all of the feed consumed by these chickens 
from the time they were hatched. At the end 
of the year all the costs incurred and all of 
the income from the sale of eggs laid and hen 
carcasses sold are published. From these fig- 
ures you can determine what breed or strain of 
chickens has returned the most money during 
the year. You can then determine which poul- 
try breeder has the breed or strain of chickens 
that will return you the most money. 

The random sample test differs from the 
ordinary egg laying contest in that the re- 
sults are given you in dollars and cents, and 
not in numbers of eggs laid during the year, 
as is the case in regular egg laying contests. 
The dollars and cents figures are much more 
important to the poultrymen than the actual 
number of eggs laid Random sample tests 
have been run at state colleges, in the New 
England States and in California for several 
years. These reports are available, but we do 
not derive much benefit from them in North 
Carolina, because the conditions under which 
they keep poultry are different, their feed 
costs are different and the price they receive 
for eggs is different. For these reasons we 
need a Random Sample Test Farm in our own 
state. The poultry industry all over the state 


of North Carolina is requesting your aid in 
securing this test farm. 

The flockowners of the Federation who at- 
tended the dinner at the opening of the new 
hatchery are requesting the State Legislature 
to approve the establishment of this test farm 
The Executive Committee of the Federation is 
making the same request. 

A bill to this effect will be introduced in our 
Legislature that convenes in February. All you 
have to do is write a card or letter to your 
State Legislator, requesting that he support 
the bill for the establishment of the Random 
Sample Test Farm when it comes before the 
State House and Senate.

100-Bushel Corn Lunch Will Be Held 
Saturday, February 16 
HE annual lunch given by the Farmers 
Federation in honor of all the men and 
boys in Western North Carolina who have 
grown 100 bushels or more of corn per acre 
will be held Saturday, February 16, at the 
George Vanderbilt Hotel in Asheville. 

Dr. D. W. Colvard, Dean of Agriculture at 
North Carolina State College, and Dr. Emer- 
son Collins, who is in charge of the corn 
production program for the Extension Service, 
will be the speakers on this occasion, and the 
Farmers Federation will present a $100 cash 
award to the grower with the highest yield of 
corn on a measured acre in Western North 
Carolina. In addition to this prize, we will 
give a First Prize for the highest yield made 
by a 4-H boy and a First Prize for the highest 
yield made by an FFA boy. The boy with the 
higher of these two yields will receive $75 
and the other $50. 

With the limited amount of tillable land we 
have in the mountains, we have to make every 
acre count for the most. It is very encouragin 4 
to see the yields of corn increasing each year 
This means more home-grown feed and greater 
profits for our dairymen and beef cattlemen 
and greater profits for all the farmers of this 
area.

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shrub lespedezas, a planting of not 
less than one-half acre when plant- 
ed alone or one-fourth acre when 
planted with another one-fourth 
acre of permanent pasture type. 
The same applies to sericea, fescue, 
orchard grass and ladino clover. 

Annuals may also be planted. 
These are to furnish vegetative 
food and cover. No harvesting or 
grazing will be permitted. Volun- 
teer stands will not qualify. The 
seeding must be in accordance with 
good farming practices including a 
well prepared seed bed, full seed- 
ing of adapted seed, proper liming 
and fertilizing where necessary to 
assure a good stand and good 
growth. Recommended species are 
soybeans, cowpeas, lespedeza, milo, 
sudan grass, millet, and chicken 
corn. 


Fertilizer will be cost-shared at 
the rate of 6.5 cents per pound, 
not to exceed $16.90 per acre. 

Federal cost share will be 80% 
of the cost of the seed but not to 
exceed $6.00 per acre. This cost 
sharing will not apply to seed 
furnished free by the Wildlife Re- 
sources Commission or other state 
or Federal agencies. 


Under agreement with the co- 
operator, the Wildlife Resources 
Commission will arrange to deliver 
necessary planting materials for 
the practices listed. Seedlings and 
seed will be supplied on a first 
come, first served basis without 
charge to cooperatcrs as long as 
the supply lasts.

For a church, about 130 
resident members, in a rural com- 
munity where money is by no 
means plentiful, this money came 
strictly in addition to the regular 
gifts of the people to the church 
program. In fact the regular giving 
of the people was some higher this 
past year than the previous one.

The men keep busy, too, prepar- 
ing meat poultry, gathering hay, 
livestock and farm produce for the 
auction. They clean the grounds

Large Acreages 
And Lord's Hours 

The Methodist Men of the Meth- 
odist Church in Groton, South Da- 
kota have a Lord’s Acre project. 
Last year they farmed 80 acres of 
land. Forty acres was sowed to flax 
and forty acres to wheat. The men 
met at the field and plowed and 
sowed the crop in one day. Har- 
vesting was done with combines 
and the grain was marketed im- 
mediately.

Of the eighty acres 
rented on a 50-50 basis, 26 acres 
were planted with soy beans, which 
yielded 33 bushels per acre, and 
the church’s share was $919.49. 
Fifty -four acres of corn were 
planted, with a yield of 62 bu. per 
acre. The church’s share $1,726.05. 
One half of the fertilizer bill 
amounted to $462, which when 
subtracted from the total of 
$2,645.54. left a balance of $2,183.54. 

Forty-four days to machine labor 
were donated as well as six bu. of 
seed corn and 13 bu. of soy beans.

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winter month, 
does not promise too much active 
gardening outdoors; still, it is a 
more hopeful and expectant month 
for gardeners, for there are definite 
signs of the returning of spring— 
the lengthening of the days, swell- 
ing of buds, and perhaps, the ap- 
pearance of the first crocus. Altho 
some days will be gray and wintry, 
there will be warm interludes, 
gentle winds and blue skies, which 
will awaken the gardening urge. 
Like January, tho, it is largely 
a month of preparation and study, 
when the extra time we have in- 
doors can be put to good use since 
there is so much to learn in this 
gardening business. Of course, we 
can go along year after year plant- 
ing the same things in the same 
way, but how much more success- 
ful and interesting it would be for 
if we would try some new 
things, experiment a little with 
some of the new hybrid plants, and 
become acquainted with the many 
new plant foods, soil conditions, 
pesticides, tools and gadgets that 
are being put on the market. To 
keep abreast of what’s new in the 
gardening field, one needs to con- 
tinually study, keeping our eyes 
and ears open, to all the new 
things that are constantly coming 
out. Besides the information we get 
in our catalogues, and magazines, 
a visit to your local garden shop 
will be most enlightening. 
During January, you probably 
have perused your catalogues and 
spent many pleasant hours dream- 
ing. Now, is the time to get busy 
and act, by sending in your seed 
and plant order at once, if you have 
not already done so. As usual, we 
ire inclined to order far more than 
we have room to care for, so check 
your list carefully. Be sure to keep

Garden otes 
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records from year to year of what 
you order and the results obtained, 
which will be a guide in future 
selections. That is especially true 
of vegetables, for there are so many 
varieties from which to choose, and 
you can only decide by experience 
which is best for you. We do know 
that the new hybrid forms are 
usually superior in yield and qua- 
lity to the old varieties, altho some 
old “standbys’ continue their popu- 
larity for years. 

As to actual planting this month, 
the only seeds usually sown out- 
doors are sweet peas and garden 
peas as soon as the soil can be 
worked. Better of course, if these 
beds were prepared in the fall. 


By the end of the month, petu- 
nias, snapdragons and other slow 
germinating seeds may be started 
indoors in small flats or pots that 
can be kept near a sunny window. 
Covering these with plastic bags 
or piece of plastic material will 
conserve moisture and insure bet- 
ter germination. Other seeds should 
not be sown until about six weeks 
in advance of your outdoor plant- 
ing date. So many quick growing 
annuals are started too soon in- 
doors, and become too leggy before 
time to plant outdoors. 

For outdoor work this month, if 
there comes a break in the weather, 
pruning is probably the first oper- 
ation, starting first, with the fruit 
trees and grapes and, then, the 
hardier summer blooming shrubs 
like Hydrangeas, Mock Orange, 
Vitex, and Altheas that bloom on 
new wood. Leave the spring bloom- 
ers alone until after blooming, and 
do not prune Roses and Buddleias 
until all danger of freezing weather 
is over. 

If the foundation planting of 
evergreens or box were not trim- 
med around Christmas time to use 
in decoration, they should be 
shaped up now, cutting off the tips 
to force the plants to make new 
and bushier growth and to keep 
them from growing too large. To 
keep Nandians from growing too 
tall and straggly, it is well to cut 
one of the old canes down to the 
ground each year to force new 
growth. 

Another outside job is to get the 
cold frame in order for March 
planting. If you have perennial 
plants wintering in them, begin 
removing these to their permanent 
beds or some protected spot. Get 
soil mixture ready for seed sowing, 
whenever soil is dry enough to sift.

Delegates to the American Angus 
Association’s annual meeting in 
Chicago on November 28 named 
John C. Gall of Upperville, Vir- 
ginia, president for the 1957 fiscal 
year. In this capacity, Mr. Gall 
heads more than 32,000 breeders 
of registered Aberdeen - Angus 
cattle in the United States. He 
succeeds Otto G. Nobis of Daven- 
port, Iowa. 


The Gall home is Amandale 
Farm, located about 40 miles from 
Washington, D. C., where Mr. Gall 
maintains law offices as a mem- 
ber of the firm of Gall, Lane and 
Howe. The Angus cattle operation 
at Amandale contains about 160 
brood cows, including a show 
string which is exhibited at East- 
ern Fairs. Amandale’s herd has 
been in existence since 1941. 

Born at Lenoir, North Carolina, 
in 1901, Mr. Gall attended South 
Carolina public schools, the Citadel 
at Charleston, and George Wash- 
ington University, Washington, 
D. C. 

From 1921 to 1941 he served as 
counsel for the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers in Washing- 
ton and New York, and since the 
latter date has been in private 
practice. During an_ illustrious 
legal career, Mr. Gall acted as 
counsel to the American Steel 
Delegation at the International 
Labor Organization meeting in 
Stockholm, Sweden. He has made 
several European trips to study in- 
dustrial and legal problems affect- 
ing industry, acted as counsel for 
steel companies during the famous 
“Little Steel” cases, and during 
the past 12 years has represented 
Southern coal operators, taking 
part in litigation growing out of 
numerous coal strikes. From 1943 
to 1945 he was a special counsel to 
Congress. 

During 1956 he helped in the 
organization of a new steamship 
company to carry American coal 
to Europe, and is presently acting 
as counsel for it, as well as Wash- 
ington counsel for many industrial, 
mining, and natural resource in- 
dustries. 

He is a past president and di- 
rector of the Virginia Angus As- 
sociation, and has been a member 
of the board of directors of the 
American Angus Association since 
1954. 

Mr. and Mrs. Gall have three 
sons: Dr. John C. Gall, Jr., of the 
staff of Mayo Brothers’ Clinic, 
Rochester, Minnesota; Dr. Joseph 
G. Gall of the Department of 
Zoology, University of Minnesota; 
and Howard S. Gall, a graduate 
student at the University of North 
Carolina.
